Labor Day had its be- 
ginning in 1882, and since 
that time the first Monday 
in each September has be- 
come the official day when 
Labor takes time off from 
the routine of work, Col- 
onel Floyd Mann, State Di- 
rector of Public Safety, 
stated that the wheels of 
industry and business will 
be practically motionless 
over this memorable week- 
end--but not so with the 
wheels of the automobile, 
They are moving constant- 
ly during this time and 
make so many revolutions 
over and above what is 
safe that the traffic acci- 
dent and death toll over 
each Labor Day week-end 
is appalling. 

The laboring man has 
taken a stand and fought 
hard to make safety a part 
of his work, However, many 
more persons are killed 
and injuried in traffic ac- 
cidents than are killed by 
work accidents, Last year 
in Alabama there were 280 
traffic accidents over the 
78-hour Labor Day holiday 
with 14 deaths and 80 in- 
juries. How many of these 
injuries were permanent, 
we have no way of knowing, 
but many of these people 
will never be able to take 
their place in industry 
again. Who knows but that 
the record this year could
